EJ]N conversalioD; wilh Ihe represcnlalive of "The Daily 
Telegpaph," General Braaiv-ell Booth's first words had

He must be my example (he said), my model £0 
far as it ii possible fop any one below him in experi- 
ence end ability (o follow him. 

The words were altered simply, and from ihe heart t and, lik« 
nil he said io me (writes the interviewer), (h^y eomo readily to 
His lips and without any attempt lo strain for effect. Wliai, how- 
ever, he wishes the world to know is that beyond all others he 
realizes how uaworlhy he may be lo follow so great a Leader, but 
that hy God's help he will attempt to justify the liopes eulcr- 
tained of him hy his f.ilher, who imposed the task. 

He was a' Napolrnn nf our warfare of love [went on the new 
Genera!), a Napoleon without Napoleon's great fault of selfish- 
ness. He never knew what selfishness was. That must he for 
-..op before me- Looking around me, 1 am impressed most of all 
a,, «ne thing at the moment — I do not forget that - his sineerily 
was the very marrow of bis life, and Jiis £a notified icompasgion 
was ils driving force — bul just now 1 realize the immense practi- 
cal wisdom whiiih enabled him to build up this great, worldwide 
force, so that the trader can work throush a thousand able lieu- 
tenants. 

But for this (commented Ihc son) the work would have 
crushed anything Iiuman, whereas |o-day — lie waved his hand 
arcund the room, as if onenmpassins" Hie world — they are all 
standing at their pogJg, men and women, whose devotion is one 
nf God's greatest gifts lo the wurld t and enabled me. with my 
Siiii'ii! cTimiiies as cuniparcd Willi lli<»e <>f Iho Founder, lu luuk on 
a va.=l area of demands upon me, nnl with despair, but Willi hope 
that, Gnd helping me, 1 shall be able lo respond to Ihp hopes my 
father mnst have entertained of mc when lie appointed me as his 
fnceessor.

Eiplorlns a Sooth American Forests. 
After eighteen months spent in 
the jungles of Colombia, pene- 
trating lo places whore no whilo 
man has ever been hqfore, an 
explorer named Miller lias re- 
turned lo New York loaded with 
specimens for Ihe Natural .His- 
tory Museum. In the course of 
his explorations ho reached Itho. 
headwaters of tho Iliver Amazon. 
This is one of Iho least known 
parls of the world absolutely, 
unexplored. Jt is a Ihick junglo 
^,000 miles Urom the coast and 
0,000 feet nbovo the sea lovol. 
From tlio lops of the trees there 
is one level of dense green as : far, 
as oho eye con roach. It extends, 
in fact a large part of Ihe 4,000 
miles, He says; 

"The country is very rough, 
ond a jungle is always dilTloult 
to explore. Then there were -Jag- 
uars ond poisonous reptiles to 
fear. In ono part of the country 
boa constrictors abound. .But 
they ore nol dangerous. Thoy 
wili harm no one unless molest- 
ed They feed on Ilic water rod- 
cms, some of which weigh uu 
much as ninety pounds, I saw 
lion constrictors which wcro at 
least Iwenly feet in length. 

"The people of Ihe country aro 
mostly holMiiiicils, with negro, 
Indian, ami Spanish blood. Tbero 
nre. very few pure Spaniards 
anil, in fad. very few ol tlio in- 
habitants have any SpanMi 
Jllnml, The people are nil liuidiy 
and Cftlll'tecllis. luiwci'cr, and 
wlial Is theirs is yours One con 
find food in any hlilise. There 
were times ill the Jungle when 
wc were hard put lu it for food. 
Vc often took a sheep along to 
kill fur nionl. And wo curried 
iMhcr provision*, such as corn, 
There arc no fruit or hurries in 
the Jungle Kiich us one expects to 
find, howev er."
